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He loves Ihe sea 

A fourth-year Arts student at 
U.B.C. secnxs to have been born 
with salt water In his veins. At pre- 
sent awaiting a call from the Navy, 
he was marooned on an open boat 
in North Atlantic waters last Nov- 
ember after his ship had gone 
down. He spent the summer on 
west-coast boats. 

Ho shipped out of Vancouver on 
the ill-fated boat as chief wireless 
officer after having been to sea 
several times previously to pay ior 
his university education. 

This is how the Ubyssey describes 
his experience: 

"The ship had been with a con 
voy which broke up off the New 
foundland coast. Just one weeic 
previously the now famous Jervis 
Bay convoy had been attaclced and 
the tensQ atmosphere of an Atlantic 
crossing bad^b«!n increased by 
news of tiiat attack. 

"A day after leaving the convoy 
the boat ran into very heavy seas, 
and the followliiR night it began to 
Ichlc badly. Then began an all- 
night vigil at the pumps. 

"It -proved to be a losing struggle 
When the water reached the cargo 
of paper, the pumps were rendered 
useless and the ship slowly filled 
with water. 

"At 7 a.m. the next morning It 
was evident that the struggle was 
becoming useless and George sat 
down at his key to send out the 
dread call of shipping, S.O.S. 

"By 8 a.m. the situation was 
desperate, and the order to abandon 
ship was given. Then the real 
battle with the sea commenced. 

"The small boats were little pro* 
tectlon from the raging seas, ship- 
ping water rapidly. The men were 
soaked. For twenty hours the battle 
with the cold and wet went on; and 
so acute was the suffering that two 
cn in George's boat died. 
"Finally a Norwegian boat that 
pad been with the- convoy came to 
he scene and rescued the surviv- 
rs. They were taken back to Can- 
a and many of them were taken 
hospital. ' 
"George returned to Vancouver."

The Honorable C. G. Power, Min- 
ister of National Defence for Air, 
will be the main speaker at ccre- 
monies commemorating the centen- 
ary of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's birth. 
McGill University, in conjunction 
with the University of Montreal, 
has scheduled this demonstration of 
the evening of November 20, at 
which will be representatives from 
the universities, members of the 
legal profession, representatives of 
the Forces, the governments, munt- 
cipaliUes, and all ranks of civilian 
life. 

The main speakers' theme will be 
the growth of Canada from the 
comparatively small nation of 
which Sir Wilfrid Laurier was the 
head, to. a country whose Navy, 
Army and Air Force are already 
considerable and daily growing, 



and whose sailors, soldiers, and air 
men have been engaged on the seas, 
In Europe, and all the battle fronts, 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, a Graduate 
of McGill University, in the Jong 
political career which reached its 
peak when, he became Prime Min 
later, played a most notable part in 
promoting good feeling and coop' 
eration between the two great races 
of Canada and within the British 
Empire. In announcing the event 
last night, the principal's office is 
sued the statement that the main 
theme of the ceremonies will be 
Canada's unity in the face of world 
danger. 

The ceremonies are scheduled to 
take place that evening in the Sir 
Arthur Currle Memorial Gym 
nasium at 8.30 p.m., and students at 
both Universities in Montreal will 
attend the gathering.

Appeal Is Issued 
For Donors and 
Clinic Servicers 

The Blood Bank Drive will 
come into being on the Campus 
next Monday, when the cam- 
paign for blood donors also 
opens in Montreal. The War 
Council yesterday accorded offi- 
cial recognition to the committee 
of Medical students elected to 
manage McGill's part in the 
drive, and approved the plans 
it had formed to that end. 

Posters are to be placed in the 
various buildings to draw attention 
to the campaign, and booths set up 
to provide and distribute enrolment 
forms; lectures and movies will help 
make McGIll conscious of the effort. 
The Campus Clubs and Organiza- 
tions will also' drum up yolun- 
tecrs and it is hoped that a spirit 
of competition will arise and 
result In a large list of doiiors. 
"Almost every man ia the Uni- 
versity should contribute re- 
gularly," urged Glenn Cowan, the 
Chairman of the Council. 

Pint of Blood. 

The volunteers are required for 
different types of work. Men are 
asked to register and to contribute 
their blood— about a pint at each 
donatlpn.^^ough women are not as 
yet called upon to give thehr 400 
cc, they should show their desire to 
do so by filling out "the forms to be 
provided, in order that, when they 
are called upon, there may be a 
minimum of delay. Others will be 
needed (and this is where women 
are requested) to man the registre 
tlon tables; again the Club reprc 
sentalives to the Council are asked 
to^ compile lists of those who wish 
to do this typo of work. 

Harvey Whiting, the chairman of 
the Blood Bank Committee, out 
lined for the Assembly the nature 
of the work to be done. He detail 
ed that there would be accommo 
dation for 150 donors on each Mon- 
day and Thursday morning. Since 
it is not feasible medically that any- 
one should be bled oftcner than 
once every two months, the dis 
trict of Montreal will have to pro- 
vide at least 2,400 regular donors, 
Many of these have been furnished 
by mlhtary units, labour unions and 
simlliar groups; and It Is hoped by 
those In charge that McGill will 
not be behind them In effort. Those 
who make three donations will be 
given a red cross pin to show the 
fact. 

The blood, when collected, will 
be put through a scries of pro- 
cesses in order to preserve it First 
the cells are separated from the 
serum by centrifugal force, and the 
serum is' frozen and allowed to dry

^^Sir Wilfred Laurier, a symbol of unity 
fSe^en Frencli and English Canada is to 
be honoured at a special celebration on 
November 20th, affording to the two pco 
pies ani opportunity to meet on common 
ground and thereby to fasten another link 
of undefsBmding between them. 

In sudra war effort in which Canada 
aims to strain its everj' resource in order 
to play a maximum role in the great 
struggle, the unity of the people is of para' 
mount importance. Indeed, the success of 
the program depends upon it. It is on this 
basis that the rest of the country derides 
the province of Quebec, accusing it of being 
a major impediment to an efficiently run 
military and industrial campaign. Also, 
using this matcrinl, isolationists in the 
United Stales feed the Americans willi 
claims that racial troubles in Quebec woulc 
indicate that Canada is half-hearted in its 
i. all-out effort, and that the United States 
' therefore, is justified in remaining ncutra 
Nevertheless, although there are many 
ways in which to cement unity in racia 
""feeling, most of it, in order to draw an 
effectively popular interest, resorts to poli- 
tical lines and each attempt is therefore 
confined to a restricted section of the popti 
lace. Similarly, anything undertaken on 
/ behalf of religious sects is equally con- 
fined in its scope. There is, however, a 
basis of meeting hitherto unexplored which 
is related neither to politicis nor religion 
. It is the academic field— and here lies a 
golden opportunity for McGill University 
' to help show the way. 

The reputation of Sir Wilfred Laurier 
is such a forcible factor to the Canadian 
population at largc-for his statesmanship, 
and especially to the French-Canadians for 
their common ancestral bond, and for Sir 
Wilfred's unfailing devotion to them, that 
the unifying result of a celebration in his 
', '} honour, and in an academic vein, non 
political and non-sectarian appears to be 
the panacea for the situation. 

McGijl is especially qualified to be the 
|ho8t ai this ceremony since Laurier was 
one of its graduates. However, the plan to 
co-operate with the University of Montrca' 
is in itself a laudible effort for the pro 
motion of good will, and augurs well for 
wide spread popular interest. Out of it

BLOOD BANK 




(As the McGlll Blood Bank will 
be shortly opened for registrations, 
there wiU be a scries of articles on 
blood transfusion in general, and 
the particular process to be used by 
the Red Cross Blood Donor Clinic. 

(This clinic will be open on Mon- 
days and Thursdays to accept blood, 
However, as regular donations are 
required to ascertain that the 
quota of 300 donors a week shall be 
obtained, prospective donors are 
asked to register first, and will be 
informed latér when to come to 
the clinic.) 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

"WiU the needle hurt?" is a 
common question asked by prospec- 
tive blood donors. The answer Is, 
usually not, but oceulonally a very 
little. For a local anaesthetic is 
injected into the skin over the 
vein that U to be punctured, and a 
hollow needle Is then passed pain- 
lessly into the blood vessel. Nothing 
is felt while the 40O cc. of blood is 
being removed. Afterwards, there 
is often a feeling of well-being, the 
donor thinking himself capable of 
doing anything. Actually he Is told 
to rest for a short while, given a 
stimulant and advised not to take 
part in any strenuous activity for 
the next 24 hours. Thirst and a 
good healthy appetite arc the usual 
symptoms, readily relieved by 
plenty of water and substantial food 
"When will my blood come back 
to normal?" is another frequent 
question. This is difficult to 
answer accurately, but it is believed 
to take about three weeks. The 
bone marrow. Ithe liver and the 
spleen are continually at work, 
keeping the blood in the peak of 
condition. They will become hy' 
pcractlve to bring the amount and 
the quality of blood back to normal 
In order ,to do this,they need to be 
supplied with water, protein, cer 
tain salts and iron. 

Before a donor's blood Is taken, 
he is given a special blood examin 
atlon, not only to assure that his 
blood is of good quality, but also 
to make certain that he Is in good 
health and will not suffer.lrom hU 
loss. Those In the best of condition 
will be asked to donate blood regu- 
larly once every eight weeks. 
After the third transfusion, a spC' 
clal Red Cross button is given to 
the donor.
